Brock  Leads 
Double  Life 


Gaining  a  reputation  as  one  of 
JJC's  busiest  young  men  is  Fred 
Brock,  part  time  student  and  part 
time  state  trooper. 

Fred,  24,  graduated  from  Joliet 
Township  High  School  in  1951.  Soon 
after  graduation  he  entered  the 
Navy,  where  he  served  as  a  Bosuns 
Mate  on  the  U.S.S.  Wasp.  During 
his  stay  in  the  Navy,  Fred  visited 
ports  along  the  Caribbean  and 
Mediterranean  Seas,  plus  cities 
in  Japan,  Hawaii,  Ceylon,  and  the 
Philippines. 

After  three  years  of  service, 
Fred  returned  to  Joliet  upon  re¬ 
ceiving  his  Navy  discharge.  Con¬ 
struction  work  held  his  interest 
for  a  while,  but  in  May  of  1957 
he  decided  to  try  for  a  position 
as  a  state  trooper.  In  October 
of  1957  he  began  his  five  week 
training  course  at  the  State  Po¬ 
lice  Training  School  in  Spring- 
field,  Ill. 

Last  September,  Fred  enrolled 
in  a  liberal  arts  course  at  JC. 

He  is  presently  juggling  his  clas¬ 
ses  with  a  12:00  to  8:00  a.m., 
six  day  a  week  job  as  a  state 
trooper. 

Being  a  state  trooper,  which 
Fred  calls  "clean  and  exciting 
work",  and  which  he  hopes  to  make 
his  life's  work,  includes  the 
patrolling  of  the  Will,  Grundy, 
Kendall,  and  LaSalle  county  high¬ 
ways.

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Student  Disputes  Jazz  Critic

In  the  article  "What  is  Jazz", 
which  appeared  in  the  November 
issue,  comment  was  made  that 
Hoagy  Carmichael  had  no  place  on 
t£ie  All-Star  Jazz  Show.  I  would 
like  to  refer  to  a  letter  receiv¬ 
ed  from  a  fellow  student.  Quote: 
"Mr.  Hoaglund  "Hoagy"  Carmichael 
was  a  jazzman;  he  played  with  Bix 
Biederbecke,  Paul  "Pops"  Whiteman, 
led  by  his  own  group  and  developed 
his  own  style".  Then  the  writer 
of  the  note  referred  me  to  two  re¬ 
ferences  in  our  library:  "Pic¬ 
torial  History  of  Jazz"  and  "Real 
Jazz  New  and  Old". 

I  did  not  dispute  the  fact  that 
Carmichael  was  a  jazzman.  He  is 
not  now  and  his  contribution  to 
the  All-Star  Jazz  Show  was  not 
jazz.  His  immortal  "Stardust"  will 
be  with  us  for  many  years  as  a 
classic,  but  his  arrangement  is 
not  jazz.  It  is  not  uncommon  for 
a  jazz  musician  to  turn  to  the 
popular  field,  which  in  most  cases 
is  more  profitable.  Barney  Kessel, 
one  of  the  greatest  jazz  guitar 
players,  can  be  heard  backing 
Ricky  Nelson  on  his  early  record¬ 
ings.  Because  Kessel  is  a  jazz 
guitarist  does  not  mean  his  work 
with  Ricky  Nelson  is  jazz. 

I  was  also  criticized  for  saying 
Jane  Morgan  had  no  place  on  this 
same  show.  Once  again  I  quote: 
"Admitted  she  (Jane  Morgan)  can't 
sing  jazz  as  Ella,  Sarah,  Velma, 
or  others,  but  she  can  put  a  tune 
over".  For  some  tastes  Ernie  Tubbs

can  also  "put  a  tune  over",  but 
this  does  not  make  him  a  jazz  vo¬ 
calist.  In  her  medium,  Jane  Morgan 
is  a  fine  performer,  but  on  the 
T.V.  show  she  did  not  even  approach 
the  intricacies  of  jazz. 

Finally,  my  critic  stuck  his 
neck  out  and  referred  to  Chico 
Hamilton  as  a  "square".  Calling 
one  of  the  greatest  in  modern  jazz 
a  "square"  only  emphasized  this 
person's  ignorance  of  music.  I 
would  like  to  refer  him  to  the 
last  few  chapters  of  the  books  he 
called  to  my  attention.  I  would 
like  to  take  this  opportunity, 
however,  to  commend  him  for  having 
enough  backbone  to  sign  his  name 
to  the  note.

In  the  Illinois  Junior  College  Con¬ 
ference  opener,  Joliet  clobbered 
host  Morton  of  Cicero  by  a  73-55 
count.  The  string  was  ended  at 
three,  however,  as  Joliet  was 
dumped  by  Lewis  College  89-71  in 
the  opening  game  of  the  Chanute 
Air  Force  tourney  at  Rantoul. 

Joliet  bounced  back  in  its  next 
outing  and  hammered  Wilson  JC  of 
Chicago  to  the  tune  of  110-94. 

Larry  Waddell  and  Gary  Lichten- 
walter  led  Joliet's  win  over  Pur¬ 
due  with  20  and  18  points  respec¬ 
tively.  Ken  Barone  and  Harry  Ayers 
carried  the  first  half  load  to 
move  Joliet  to  a  38-19  halftime 
advantage. 

The  Wolves  went  over  the  century 
mark  in  their  second  game  with 
Barone  hitting  30  markers  for  the 
evening.  Other  outstanding  per¬ 
formances  were  turned  in  by  Joe 
Pesavento,  Eddie  Jones,  Waddell, 
and  Ayers. 

In  Joliet's  IJCC  win  over  Mor¬ 
ton  JC,  Pesavento  spearheaded  a 
second  half  drive  that  literally 
ran  the  Morton  club  into  the 
ground.  Pesavento  was  high  man 
with  19  points.  Ayers  was  next 
in  line  with  17  and  Lichtenwalter 
who  turned  in  a  fine  rebounding 
job  added  11. 

The  walls  came  tumbling  down  as 
Joliet  wound  up  on  the  short  end 
of  the  score  in  the  Chanute  tour¬ 
ney  opener  as  Lewis  romped  to  an 
upset  win.  The  Wolves  were  cold 
from  the  floor  although  Barone  man¬ 
aged  to  riddle  the  net  with  24 
points,  Joliet  trailed  by  eight 
points  at  tha  half  but  the  deter¬ 
mined  Lewis  club  was  never  headed.
